NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  19^7  Section  h7 

We  have  discussed  •’:a>:'ng  action  under  this  Section, 
in  the  Health  Committee  regarding  two  persons  in  the  Town* 

In  1965  we  had  the  problem  of  one  of  these  persons  and  this 
has  persisted  in  1966,  It  is  unpleasant  to  remove  this  lady 
and  frequent  visi.ts  are  paid  to  her  by  the  Fublic  Health 
Inspector  and  by  one  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  in  an 
attempt  to  keep  up  some  standard  at  this  house, 

HOUSING. 

The  two  2-bedroom  bungalows  at  Tregarth  we re  completed  - 
these  are  for  the  elderly. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  cottages  in  Graigfach  were 
being  demolished  and  the  site  cleared*  It  is  proposed  to  erect 
eight  dwelling  ’inits  on  this  site. 

During  the  year  four  bungalows  were  completed  by  private 

builders. 

Five  improvement  grants  were  completed  in  the  year  - 
four  discretionary  grants  and  one  standard  grant-, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  continues  to  hire  the  refuse  lorry  belonging 
to  the  Machynlleth  R.D,C.  and  tipping  has  continued  throughout  the 
year  at  the  old  site.  The  Council  have  been  tipping  at  this  site 
for  thirtythree  years  and  the  area  allocked  by  the  owner  has  been 
fully  utilised.  The  Council  has  sought  permission  to  extend  the  site 
but  both  the  owner  and  the  River  Authority  have  objected.  Any 
extension  would  probably  get  flooded. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  other  sites  were  being  investigated. 
The  tip  is  regularly  baited  for  rats. 

SEWERAGE 

Investigations  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Council  on 
behalf  of  the  Consultants  into  the  infiltration  of  ground  water 
into  the  sewers. 

This  investigation  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Surveyor 
and  the  Consultants  have  been  given  this  information. 

The  trouble  with  the  drying  beds  was  not  so  severe  in 
1966,  mainly  due  to  drier  weather. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  experiments  were  in  progress 
by  the  addition  of  a coagulant,  (aluminium  chlorohydrate) , to  the 
sludge  in  order  to  facilitate  cleaning  of  the  drying  beds. 

A request  has  been  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Machynlleth 
Rural  District  Council  as  to  the  possibility  of  being  able  to 
pump  sewage  from  Penegoes,  Forge  and  Felingerrig.  The  Consultants 
have  been  asked  to  investigate  the  possibility. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Montgomeryshire  Water 

Board. 

Regular  samples  of  water  are  taken  both  by  the  Board  and 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  A report  from  the  Board  will  be 
found  later  in  this  report. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

Mr, Evans  is  very  diligent  in  inspecting  all  the  meat  that 
is  slaughtered  at  Machynlleth,  Since  April  1966  he  has  undertaken 
to  inspect  all  meat  at  Cemmaes  on  behalf  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
whose  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  indisposed, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  twentythree  live  births  which  gives  a rate 
of  12o71  Per  ljOOO  population  compared  with  12,29  in  1965 . 

There  was  one  still  birth  which  is  4C3%  of  live  births 
and  compares  with  none  in  196s. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  under  one  year  as  in  1965* 

There  were  sixteen  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate 
of  8,84  per  1,000  population  compared  with  15*  08  in  1965.

Water  Supplies. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  in  general  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

i.  Bacteriological  examination  of  all  the  sources  in  the  area 
is  carried  out  regularly,,  examination  being  made  primarily 
of  treated  water  but  with  ocoasfonal  raw  water  samples  being  taken. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  supplies  in 
the  area  are  given  in  Appendix  'Ah 

iio  One  sample  for  chemical  analysis  is  normally  taken  from  each 
source  annually.  During  1966,  17  No.  analyses  were  carried 
out  and  the  results  indicate  that  all  sources  are  satisfactory 
for  public  water  supply. 

These  results  are  attached. 

in..  Fluoride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  p.p.vn. 

The  only  water  having  certain  plumbo-solvent  action  is  from 
the  borehole  source  at  Llangurig,  Precautionary  measures  are 
under  investigation  at  present. 

The  normal  measures  taken  following  the  report  of  unsatis- 
factory samples  are  to  increase  the  dosage  of  sodium  hypochlorite 
and  to  carry  out  a systematic  flushing  of  mains,  with  a further 
sample  being  taken. 

The  mains  from  the  source  at  Llanbrynmair,  where  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  boen  obtained,  have  been  flushed  over  their  whole-length 
and  at  present  samples  from  this  source  and  all  .the  Board's  sources  in 
the  area  arc  highly  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  mains  and  by 
stand-pipe  are  given  in  the  attached  Appendix  'B'. 

It  is  unfortunately  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate  figure  for  the 
population  supplied.
